Recently a number of scientists at 


the University of Minnesota contri- 
buted their views as to the signifi- 
cance to medical science of the Dionne 
quintuplets. They were interesting 


- primarily 
because so many 
babies 


were born at one time. 


The babies are interesting also be- 


cause it is the orily case on record 
in the history of the world in which 
five 
children 
born 
sfimultaflebusly 


have lived beyond the first few hours 
of life. 


Of course, Dr. A. R. Dafoe has made 


for his more scientific conferences and 
for the specialists, a few fundamental 
observations that are of importance 
to medical science for the future. His 
original account of the births of the 
quintuplets, published in The Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, recieved universal acclaim and 
has been mentioned for the Pulitzer 
prize. 


Moreover, his modesty iri response 


to the enthusiasm with which he was 
greeted in this country set a reeibrd 
possibly second dnly to that of Lind- 
bergh. The successful birth and rear- 
ing of the quintuplets'uride'r tHe prim- 
itive conditions existing in that pdr- 
tion of Canada which Doctor Dafoo 
serves is everywhere heralded as a 
major medical 
achievement. 


Contributing 
their views to the 


discussion were some professors at 
the University of Minnesota specia- 
lizing in various aspects of health and 
growth. To the biologist, Dr. D. E. 
Minnich, the birth of quintuplets is 
interesting, first; because it raises the 
question of the maximum unmber of 
babies that may be born to a human 
mother at one time. 


Twins occur once in every 80 or 90 


births, and triplets and quadruplets 
much more rarely, but the chance of 
five children at one time is one in 
many millions and the fact that they 
surviveed is, as he has said, absolu- 
tely unique. 


his "Autobiography." just published 
is a long and interesting affair.

San Francisco 80 years ago. when that 
exciting city was just reaching the 
full bloom of its gaudy youth.

with the incidents which we call ro- 
mantic? 


Because it covers so many active 


years, his story is a long one. It runs 
to two fat volumes, and they are en- 
tetraining reading all the way.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.-Work crews in 


western Kansas cities, usually em- 
ployed at this time of the year to 
shovel away snow left by late storms 
Friday were clearing streets of tons 
of heavy, fertile silt, left in the wake 
of the most severe dust, storm of the 
season. 


Some main highways were covered 


by dust drifts from one to three feet 
deep. Out on the plains the carcasses 
of hundreds of jack rabbits and oc- 
casionally that of a smothered cow 
lay en drifts that topped barbed wire 
fence posts.

dust was being carried to sea high 
over the peninsula by steady westerly 
winds.

western Kansas had been able to see 
more than a block or two. They ven- 
tured forth from homes where they 
had been "holed 
in" and 
resumed 


their usual activity. 


Schools reopened after a two-day
